The Massachusetts Poison Control 
Center recommends the following

| The National Rifle Association of 
{America sent us an interesting set 
of statistics the other day, and they 
are worth reviewing here 
+. No, I'm nota “rabid gun nut” ora 
} neo-Nazi. I'm one of the countless 
* firearms cwners who doesn't break 
! gun laws, never did. I'm allowed 


the right to legitimate ownership of 
guns, and I'm in favor of keeping 
that right. In fact, I want to keep all 
of my rights. There is a problem 
with guns in America, but you and 1 
aren't the problem 

According to the NRA statistics 
assault weapons” play a negligible 
role in homicides. In Massachusetts 
from 1985 - 1991 there were 1,537 
homicides, according to state police 
records, of which seven involved 
so-called assault weapons. Seven 
Obviously sault weapons” are 
not the problem, but we still hear 
harping about them 


Only seven percent of “armed 
career criminals” and “handgun 
predators” bought weapons from 
licensed gun dealers, according to 
the U.S. Department of Justice. The 
bulk of illegally-used guns come 
through theft; the black market or 
second-party transactions, Lawful 
gun dealers aren't the problem, but 
they get stuck with the new laws 
F ‘al law prohibits the sale of 
handguns to anyone under age 21, 
and prohibits the sale of shotguns 
and rifles to anyone under 18. Guns

Instead of realistic laws that slap 
criminals silly, we hear repetitive 
rhetoric about how we have to take 
guns out of people's hands. That is a 
problem 

You can't remove guns from 
criminal hands through gun owner: 
ship laws. Period. Criminals don't 
follow laws 

We need laws that impose harsh, 
swiftand sure penalties for the use 
of guns in commission of a crime 
That means hard time, ina cell, and

not probation. A slap on the wrist 
isn't going to solve anything, 

Also, we need to change juvenile 
justice laws. Kids who commit the 
crimes of an adult should be treated 
like an adult (although I'm in favor 
of locking up parents whenever a 
delinquent is nabbed). The U.S 
Bureau of Justice Statistics reports 
that 38 percent of all convicted 
killers had juvenile convictions, but 
many states, and Massachusetts is 
one, doesn't inform the courts if a 
first-time adult offender owns any 
juvenile convictions. : 

Anybody here willing to argue 
that the justice system aids victims? 
That's got to change, if any law 
maker has the guts to stand up to the 
political correctness view that says 
criminals aren't to blame. They are 
the problem! So fix it! 

Gun control is not as important as 
criminal control. Only the decent 
law-abiding people are affected by 
new gun laws, while those same 
laws do nothing to stop crime

he Lone Ranger is a 

Halloween costume main- 

stay, right up there with 
Batman and Superman, which 
says a lot for a character that 
has been around for 60 years, 

At least one youngster is 
bound to do his best Clayton 
Moore imitation this weekend at 
the doorstep of Fred Foy's 
Reading home. What the kid 
won't know is that the tall fellow 
standing before him has been a 
part of Lone Ranger history for 
nearly 50 years. 

Foy was the radio and televi- 
sion announcer and narrator for 
the Lone Ranger dating back to 
1948. His booming voice would 
stir up Americans from coast to 
coast. Recalling those "Thrilling 
days of yesteryear," he'd de- 
scribe how, "The Long Ranger 
Rides Again!" 

And today his career comes 
full circle with an: induction in 
the National Broadcasters Hall 
of Fame. The ceremony took 
place last Friday at the 
"Friends of Old Radio" annual 
convention in Newark, New 
Jersey. 

Other Hall of Fame inductees 
include Don Wilson and Jack 
Benny. Not bad company. 

"I'm thrilled that they would 
consider my joining that group," 
Foy said just before departing 
for New Jersey last week. "In

my career, I never dreamed that 
this type of honor would be 
given to me. It's wonderful to 
think that you made a mark in 
the radio business. I'm on cloud 
nine." 

Joining Foy was his wife, 
Frances, three children and two 
grandchildren, along with other 
family members. The induction 
caps a long and storied career 
that began back in Detroit, 
Foy's hometown. 


It began in the early 1940s 
before he served his country in 
World War II. However, radio 
was not exactly his dream job. 

"I started out basically to be 
an actor," Foy said from his liv 
ing room, decorated with 
Frances' paintings and photos of 
their grandchildren. "But as 
things would have it, radio was 
the way it went and I'm certain 
ly not sorry for it today, that's 
for sure." 

The highlight of those early 
days, if it's possible to narrow 
down to one, would probably be 
the day Foy actually played the 
Lone Ranger. The regular voice 
at that time, before it moved to 
television, was Brace Breemer, 
who was stuck with laryngitis 

"Brace arrived with z 
ease of laryngitis," 
explained. "There was no way 
he could go on. I was thrilled to 
play the role. It was a fun thing 
to do. At least now I can say I 
was the Lone Ranger once."

The final live broadcast of th« 
Lone Ranger was in 1955, when 
the show was moved to televi 
sion. Foy remained the announce 
er and narrator, taping his 
pieces in Detroit from where 
they were mailed to New York 

He loved his craft, but felt 
that something was missing dur 
ing the taped segments. There is 
no substitute, he says for the 
feeling of a live performance. 

“Those were wonderful 
years," he said. "There was 
more excitement in doing a live 
show. You're less on your toes 
when you're being taped and 
you know you can do it over 
again." 

In the 60s Foy moved to New 
York after accepting a job offer 
from ABC. He went on to 
become the announcer of the 
Dick Cavett Show, which lasted 
seven years. A few y 'S ago. 
Foy was back with Cavett for 
The Return of the Dick Cavett 
Show, but that was taken off th: 
air in a few months

duced by Cavett, who also has 
some fond recollections 

"I never dreamed that the 
thrilling voice that brought .the 
well-known thundering hoof 
beats into my living room in 
Nebraska would son day 
announce my own show," Cavelt 


wrote. "The mere sound of Fred 


Foy's extraordinarily resonant 
speech mechanism gives me 
gooseflesh of one sort or another 
- as either a passive or active 
participant in adventure." 

It's his theatrical voice that 
made him famous, but Foy says 
he has never practiced his 
speech, massaged his throat, or 
softened his esophagus with 
magical herbs. 

“I guess it just comes natu 
rally.” he said, “I've never done 
anything to keep in form.” 

Whatever he didn’t do, it 
worked back in 1948, when pro 
ducers of the Lone Ranger were 
searching for a new announcer. 
After the war, Foy had returned 
to his announcing job in Detroit 
at WXYZ (as in his book title 
“XYZ to ABC”) and auditioned 
for the part 

“I was one of many who audi 
tioned for it, and I happened to 
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FRED FOY was inducted into the N. 


Foy, a Reading resident, 


be the guy whose number was 
drawn out of the hat,” said a 
modest Foy. 

In addition to the Lone 
Ranger, he announced and nar 
rated for the Green Hornet, and 
Sgt. Preston of the Yukon. They 
were all the creations of George 
W. Trendle. 


Foy is quick to stand up for 
the radio-version of Lone 
Ranger, which was forgotten by 
many after the show moved to 
television. Clayton Moore 
became the masked one, while 
Jay Silverheels was his sidekick 
‘Tonto. But in the old days, Brace 
Breemer was the main man 
and Tonto was played by John 
Todd

Wright cited the wearing of 
hats in urban high schools as a 
possible “gang-related” issue. 

One student representative 
who questioned the selective 
enforcement of the dress code 
which also prohibits Spandex 
and sweatpants was told that it 
is “far easier to enforce the hat 
rule than to pass judgment on 
other forms of clothing.” 

“If there are violations of the 
dress codes with Spandex and 
sweatpants,” said Wright, “they 
are referred to teachers.”

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Tips for safe Halloween Trick-or- Treating 


Although having the right 
costume may be a child's prima- 
ry concern: at Halloween, the 
safety of the experience, incJud- 
ing both the outing and the 
tyeats he or she gathers, is like- 
ly to be the parents. Regardless 
of the time of day children will 
be prowling the neighborhood in 
search of food, make sure they 
wear a mask that lets them 
breathe easily and that they 
make their rounds with friends, 
not alone. 

If living in an area where 
Trick-or-Treating still takes 
place at night, further precau 
tions will ensure a child's well 
being. Parents should take extra 
measures to avoid hazards like 
motor vehicle accidents involv 
ing trick-or-treating children 
Place reflectors on their cos 
tumes, insist that they walk on 
sidewalks using a flashlight and 
be sure they are accompanied 
by an adult. If possible, try to 
organize neighborhood trick-or- 
treating to take place before 
dark. Remind children to only 
approach homes where lights 
are one, signaling that they're 
welcome. 


According to Dr. Carolyn 
Sedor, a pediatrician at 
Wilmington Pediatrics, Inc. at 
the Winchester Hospital Family 
Medical Center in Wilmington, 
once the children have returned 
home safely, there are some 
simple tests to take to assure 
that children have a healthy 
Halloween without having to 
sacrifice the goodies they've col- 
lected. 

The first potential problem is 
tainted food, though that's far 
less pervasive than the discom- 
forts associated with overeating 
or with ingesting too much 
sugar. "I've never personally 
seen a child who received taint- 
ed food," says Dr. Sedor, "but I 
have seen lots of kids with belly. 
aches from too much candy." A 
good way to guard against food 
that's been tampered with is to 
carefully examine all the food a 
child brings home. Discard any 
candy whose wrapping has been 
opened or disturbed. Inspect 
fruit to make sure the skin is 
intact. If not, throw it out. If a 
child receives baked goods, it's 
probably wisest to dispose of 
them unless you know - and

To help ensure that 
you have the chance to spot any 
problems, urge children not to 
dig into their treats until they 
get home. 

To protect a child from the 
unpleasant effects of a stomach 
ache or sugar high, ration their 
cache. "Some parents do a very 
good job by confiscating the 
treats and then letting the child 
make one or two selections each 
day," says Dr. Sedor. The appro 
priate amount of food to allot 
will vary depending on the age 
of the child and the size of the 
treats -- from bite size to full 
size candy bars, for example

Tim Burton, who created the 
characters and the story, as well 
as produced "The Nightmare 
Before Christmas,” offers audi 
ences a uniquely creative twist 


on sickly sweet holiday classics 
His vision is imaginative and 
unusual and deserves to be seen 
But it should have been seen as 
a 20-minute short, and not 
stretched into a 65-minute mint 
movie. 

It is, simply put, outrageous 
that Disney's Touchstone 
Pictures expects people to fork 
over nearly seven dollars for a 
movie that is half the length of 
most feature films and contains 
only about a third of the con 
tent 

As visually delightful, unusu 
al and witty as this blend of 
stop-motion and regular anima 
tion may be, the film is remark 
ably short on plot. Several of the 
songs are little more than filler 
and what story there is doesn't 
really have a clear audience.

Pop culture can be mighty 
strange. Where else can you pay 
almost seven dollars to watch a 
movie based on a TV show that 
was popular over 20 years ago? 
Well, the Clampetts and their 
fish-out-of-water story diverted 
people during the Vietnam War. 
Now that we have Bosnia, 
Somalia, Haiti and a recession, 
those Ozark hayseeds have 
made another appearance. 

Were they worth bringing 
them back to life? Yes and no. 
The movie is pleasant, mildly 
entertaining and will certainly 
give you a couple of chuckles. 
But it's really no better, or no 
worse, than what we can still 
catch in reruns. However, it does 
make you wonder where direc- 
tor Penelope Spheeris left her 
cutting sense of humor, so 
apparent in her rock documen- 
‘The Decline of Western 
ilization," and her last flick, 
yne's World." 

Spheeris took the most obvi- 
ous route with this project, and 
the result is a tad too bland for 
those of us who know her work. 
Though Spheeris wasted many 
opportunities to exploit the 
Clampett's trip to Hollywood, 
the very fact that the Clampetts 
have been given a second life 
will no doubt appeal to nostal- 
gia-craving baby boomers.

The Joy Luck Club is a first- 
rate adaptation of Amy Tan's 
novel. The story of four Chinese 
women and their relationships 
with their immigrant mothers is 
tough and honest and amazingly 
perceptive. Maternal relation- 
ships are at the film's core, but 
it also explores the struggles of 
adjusting to a new country while 
your children leave behind old 
ways. The result is a richly tex- 
tured emotional landscape that 
will stay with you long after the 
film has ended. Rated R. **** 

Mr. Jones stars Richard Gere 
as a charismatic, but none-too- 
believable manic depressive who 
becomes romantically involved 
with his psychiatrist, Lena Olin.
